made important changes in their 
figures in the past 24 hours, it 
was learned from an authorita- 
tive source today 


Make Report Tomorrow 


The first and second committees 


headed respectively by General 
Charles Gates Dawes, of Chicago, 
and Reginald McKenna, of Lon- 
don, 
will deliver their reports to 


the inter-allied reparations com- 
mission at the hotel Astoria to- 
morrow morning at 10 o'clock, 
six a. m. Elyria time. 


The first, or Dawes committee, 


held its final meeting today to 
correct the proofs of the report. 
The members are correcting the 
report page by page. 
After in- 


tensive labors since January the 
committeemen believe they have 
outlined a plan which will enable 
Germany to balance her budget, 
restore normal economic life and 
resume indemnity payments. 


It is understood the reports will 


not fix the total amount of indem- 
nity Germany should pay. 
Valu- 


able suggestions for the German 
budget are outlined in detail. 


The proposed gold bank of issue 


would be utilized as a clearing 
house through which reparations 
payments would be made to the 
reparations 
commission. 
With 


the reports in the hands of the 
reparations commission the work 
of the Dawes and McKenna com- 
mittee will be at an end. 


Resnme of Report 


The Matin printed what claim- 


ed was a resume of the Dawes re- 
port. This paper said the experts 
had fixed Germany's annual quota 
of reparations payments begin- 
ning 1929 at a minimum of 2,- 
460,000.000 gold marks, additions 
depending upon the state of Ger- 
many's prosperity. 


The experts 
recommend 
the 


creation of a corporation capital- 
ized at 26,000.000,000 gold marks 
to take over the German railways 
and a five billion gold mark first 
mortgage 
upon 
German indus- 


tries. It is suggested that a per- 
manent commission of six experts 
be appointed by the reparations 
commission 
(and 
approved 
by 


their respective governments) to 
regulate the transfer of moneys 
and securities from Germany, pre- 
venting disturbances in the inter- 
national financial markets of fluc- 
tuations in the value of German 
currency.

cago, superintendent of schools, 
will speak Saturday morning.

T. Graham, dean of the graduate 
school of theology at Oberlin col- 
lege, is to address the association 
on "The Rights of Youth" at the 
afternoon session. 


Other speakers on the program 


include L. O. Lord, president of 
the University of Illinois; Mark

and Reginald McKenna, of Lon-

mission at the hotel Astoria to- 
morrow morning at 10 o'clock, 
six a. m. Elyria time. 


The first, or Dawes committee, 


held its final meeting today to 
correct the proofs of the report. 
The members are correcting the 
report page by page. 
After in- 


tensive labors since January the 
committeemen believe they have 
outlined a plan which Mill enable 
Germany to balance her budget, 
restore normal economic life and 
resume indemnity payments.

Resume of Report

port. 
This paper said the experts 


had fixed Germany's annual quota 
of '•pparatlocs payments begin- 
ning 1929 at a minimum of 2,- 
460,000,000 gold marks, additions 
depending upon the state of Ger- 
many's prosperity. 


The 
experts 
recommend 
the 


creation of a corporation capital- 
ized at 26,000,000,000 gold marks 
to take over the German railways 
and a five billion gold mark first 
mortgage 
upon German 
indus- 


tries. It Is suggested that a per- 
manent commission of six experts 
be appointed by the 
reparations 


commission (and approved 
by 


their respective governments) to 
regulate the transfer of moneys 
and securities from Germany, pre- 
venting disturbances in the inter- 
national financial markets of fluc- 
tuations in the value of German 
currency.

banks and mesmerize paying tellers into giving them good 
cash for worthless checks have recently become aware of 
the fact that their operations are daily growing more 
difficult.

p the meshes of what amounts to a nation-wide crook 
trap. 


To show how effectively this is now working, one of 


the Biggest figures among the worthless check operators, 
a man who claims to have defrauded dozens of banks and 
realized more than 9300,000 from his operations, recently 
tell into the toils of the trap.

All 
surrounding banks were warned 
that he was in the vicinity and a 
complete description was given 
them of his appearance and of his 
mode of oparating. They were ad- 
vised to have their tellers and 
guards on the lookout and to com- 
manicate at once by telephone with 
the detective office in case anyone 
appeared 
in their lobbies who

The Trap Spruna Again 


Similar quick action of the 


crook trap in Boston terminated 
the career of another check forger 
who had been operating successful- 
ly in the New England states. The 
banks -Raich he had victimized no- 
tified the American Bankers Asss 
ciation with the result that all otb 
er banks in the territory we-c 
warned against him and were pj1 
on guard. Therefore, when he ',\ait. 
ed into a Boston bank to cont'sue 
his operations he walked Into a 
trap as he was immediately rcco,~ 
nized and nabbed by the offlre-s 
there.
